cruiser is covered with plywood, 
w ith the lower part of it and the 
seam s covered with plastic glass to 
m ake it leakproof. 
Inside are two rooms. 
The back 
room . the largest and the tallest, 
contains sleeping bunks for four 
persons, a toilet, kitchenette con­ 
taining a sink, running water, elec­ 
tric refrig erato r and three-b urner

Body of President 
Flown to Provincial 
Town for Burial 


RIO DE JA N E IR O OF) - Mili­ 
tary police and crow ds of m oum - 
< rs for enc late P resid ent Getullo 
V argas clashed at Santos D um ont 
Airport and in downtown Rio De 
Jan eiro today, 
killing one person 
and injuring 38 others. 
The first clash occurred at the 
airport as the body of the presi­ 
dent who shot 
him self Tuesday 
was flown to the provincial town 
of Sao Borja for burial. 
The police fired over the heads 
of the crowd, driving it back from 
the runw ay as the private 
two- 
engine plane took off. 
There w ere no casualties at the 
airport, but several 
persons fain t­ 
ed. 
Mob M arches Downtown 
The crowd, estim ated at tens of 
thousands 
lining 
the 
IMI 
mile 
route from the presidential palace 
to the airport, then m arched down­ 
town.

Mitchell told C hairm an VV S ter 
ling Cole ( R N Y ) of the House 
Senate Atomic E nergy Com m ittee 
th at he would be ‘‘glad" to ap p ear 
before the com m ittee to present 
IO questions he has raised against 
the contract 
Cole urged Mitchell to testily at 
hearings on the contract the corn 
m ittce has scheduled for Sept 
2. 
Cole said he extended the invit.i 
tion because of M itchell’s “re p e a t­ 
ed 
intem perate 
charges 
against 
P resident Eisenhow er." 
Mitchell said the contract, nego­ 
tiated between the Atomic Energy 
Comm ission and private power syn 
dicatc. smacks of favoritism.
